Report on Education. 

Southwestern University. 

From the report of the Curators of this institution, we learn with 
pleasure of its still increasing prosperity. The total enrollment for 
last year was 487, the largest attendance known in the history of the 
University, and an advance of 20 over any previous year. The present 
session has opened with ait advance of 40 pupils over any former en- 
rollment. The last graduating class contributes 4 of its 9 members 
to the Active Ministry, and there are now in the University 32 stu- 
dents in preparation for the ministry. 

A gracious revival of religion has been enjoyed as in former years, 
and quite a number of the students have been converted. Sixty per 
cent, of the students are church members and. as a rule, these use the 
means of grace and the ordinances of the church, and are among its 
active workers This feature of our great central institution is ear- 
nestly commended to the prayerful consideration of religious parents 
having children to educate, and whose salvation they should prize 
above all things else. 

At Georgetown they will find the religious influence and training 
that will most likely lead them in the paths of righteousness. 

The discipline is mild, but firm and largely parental ; violations of 
law receive prompt attention. The general deportment of the stu- 
dents is reported as highly gratifying 

The Fitting School is an important adjunct to the University and 
greatly needs enlarged facilities for its important and growing work. 
God send us some great souled lover or lovers of Christian education 
to furnish us with a University building worthy of the name, that we 
may turn over the present University building to the Fitting School 
to meet its growing demands. 

The Helping Hall system, so happily conceived, is being successfully 
operated, furnishing board at about $8.75 per month In addition to 
the large hall there are four Conference cottages, and $253 85 from the 
West Texas Conference to build a fifth. These afford accommodation 
to sixty or seventy deserving students, and yet some have been turned 
away for want of room 

The North Texas Cottage has been furnished at a cost of $100.00, 
and the Texas Cottage has $50.00 towards furnishing it — let the bal- 
ance come at once. 

The University property is estimated at $112,586 49 above all liabili- 
ties, but what is this among so many? With over 100,000 Methodists

in Texas, and many of them rich, this great Central institution should 
have a large endowment. 

Your committee would call special attention to the organic act of 
the several Conferences in 1869, which provided for one leading insti- 
tution in the interest of higher education in Texas, and under which 
act the Southwestern University was established. 

Experience has demonstrated the wisdom of the policy in thus estab- 
lishing one great Central institution under the patronage of the entire 
church in Texas; and any effort to establish new institutions not in 
harmony with said policy is greatly to be deprecated On this subject 
we feel at liberty to speak plainly, since the Texas Conference is, by 
large odds, the principal patron of the Southwestern University. 

The Ladies’ Annex, with its commodious and well furnished apart- 
ments, and its efficient corps of teachers, affords superior advantages 
, for the higher education of young ladies. The appreciation of these 
advantages is shown by the fact that the patronage of that depart- 
ment is now almost equal to its enlarged capacity.

We are glad to report this, our own Conference school, as still enjoy- 
ing an increasing prosperity. The attendance this session is ten per 
cent, over that of any former year of the present administration, and 
now numbers 113. The additions recently made to the property of 
the College have greatly increased its facilities, giving us a property 
valued at over $15,000.00, and affording ample room for 60 boarding 
pupils. There are twenty-two rooms well and comfortably furnished, 
two of these being furnished by the generous donation of $100.00 by 
Revs. J. M. Armstrong and J. B Cochran. There are 34 pupils board- 
ing in the College, besides others boarding in the town. 

Several German children attend this school and there are 5 benefi- 
ciary students, besides the Conference beneficiary, Miss Emma Turner, 
who is now in the Senior class, a bright scholar and good Christian 
girl, and whom we recommend to be re-appointed to that benefit of 
being educated free of cost for board and tuition. 

The Music and Art departments rank with any of those of our 
schools, and are well equipped with material and instruments for 
their special work. 

The institution has lost one of its most devoted and efficient Trus- 
tees in the death of J. T. Swearingen. We recommend that the Trus- 
tees of Chappell Hill Female College be allowed to employ the Presid- 
ing Elder of Chappell Hill District as an agent of the College, so far 
as this can be done without interfering with his work as Presiding 
Elder. Also that E W. Tarrant be reappointed President of said in- 
stitution. and that the following named persons be confirmed as 
Trustees: I, Z. T. Morris, J. M. Nicholson. E. W. Tarrant, J. A Heine 
Brown, C. H. Brooks. O L. Williams, H C. Brandt, J. R Dunn, D P. 
Perkins, M. M Felder, J. B. Sears, H. Hudgins, J. B. Cochran J. M. 
Scurry and T. B. Stone. 

We recommend the assessment of $1,000.00 upon the Conference for 
education, to be apportioned to the several districts on the basis of, 
the assessment for Foreign Missions. That the collection be divided 
as follows: One-third to Southwestern University and two-thirds to 
Chappell Hill Female College.

Report of Committee on Books and Periodicais. 

After having carefully examined the papers referred to us, your 

committee on Books and Periodicals beg leave to report as follows: 

It is cause for rejoicing that the publishing house of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, is in a most healthy condition. Its busi- 
ness is gradually enlarging, it is industriously turning out excellent 
new books, it is steadily reducing the debt and has in hand funds to 
liquidate all outstanding bonds, which virtually means the house is 
out of debt; but it is cause for special rejoicing that the house is able 
to increase this year by $5000, the amount appropriated to the Con- 
ference claimants. 

It is gratifying to be able ro report all our Sunday School literature 
up to a very high mark in point of excellence, and with the Assistant 
Sunday School editor, it will attain a still higher mark. So our 
church need not look elsewhere for this kind of literature. 

In addition to the splendid Missionary Reporter , which should have a 
wide circulation a new paper has been launched for the children, viz: 
Sowers and Reapers , which is to contain thirty-two pages of missionary 
matter suited to our little people, published monthly at 25 cents per 
annum. As we need something in this line, and believe this paper 
will supply the need, we recommend that the preachers introduce it 
into their several charges. 

The Christian Advocate is a most excellent paper under the editorial 
management of Drs. Hoss and Bounds, and richly deserves a place in 
every Methodist family. We cannot recommend it too highly. 

We would call special attention to the Quarterly Review , which is bet- 
ter now than it has ever been. No preacher or wide-awake layman 
can afford to do without it. It is pregnant with able discussions on 
the livest questions of the day. Many of our laymen think it is pub- 
lished for preachers entirely, but such is not the case. It is a shame 
that a Review of such great merit should go begging in our beloved 
Southland. Surely it is not because our people do not appreciate 
good literature, but because they do not know really how good the 
Review is. We give it our most emphatic endorsement. 

There is but one cause for regret, and that is that so many of the 
preachers are indifferent about selling our books or canvassing for 
our periodicals. Wherever our books are sold, the intelligence, loy- 
alty and spirituality of the church is greatly increased. What mighty 
blessings come upon the church as a result. Methodism and her 
Publishing House is advertised thereby. The people are indoctrinated 
and respond with alacrity to the calls of duty, which is a great joy to

stand most in need of help. 

We are also happy to report our own organ, The Texas Christian Advo. 
cate, in a very prosperous condition. Its circulation is constantly in- 
creasing and the quality of its matter amply merits this increase. It 
is the best paper for Texans, gives Texas news, encourages Texas en- 
terprise and is thoroughly adapted to Texas people. The New Mex- 
ico Conference, knowing its sterling worth, has adopted it for their 
organ. 

The Texas Christian Advocnte is a splendid junior preacher, and when- 
ever it circulates the church is intelligent, prosperous, liberal and the 
pastor is happy. 

Your committee has considered the report of the Joint Board of 
Publication and recommends: 

1st. That the members of tne Joint Board of Publication from this 
Conference be authorized to delegate one of their number to attend 
the annual meetings of the Board and to represent this Conference, 
and that this Conference provide for the actual traveling expenses of 
said member in attending the meetings of said Board in the same way 
it provides for the publication of the minutes.

Report of Board of Church Extension. 

We are pleased to report to this Conference that the work of Church 
Extension has made some progress during the year just closing. 

Our receipts from assessments last year were $1,154 50 ; our receipts 
from the same source this year amount to $1,246.40, an increase of 
$91.90. 

Eight charges in the Conference have overpaid their assessments ; 
thirty-three have paid in full ; twenty report a deficiency, and nine 
report nothing paid. 

We have recommended to the parent Board an application from 
Richmond and Wharton Circuit, asking a loan of $700; also one from 
West End. Cialveston, asking a donation of $500 and a loan of $750.

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Report on Bible Cause. 

The committee on the Bible Cause beg leave to report that, recog- 
nizing our obligation to circulate the Holy Scriptures, we would em- 
phasize our continued interest in the work of the American Bible 
Society in jmtting a copy of the word of God in the hands of every 
man in his own language “without note or comment.” Rev. W. B. 
Rankin, District Superintendent for Texas, reports that the Society 
has just completed the fourth general supply of all the families and 
individuals in the United States, willing to receive the Holy Scrip- 
tures. Colporteurs of the American Bible Society carried, to the 
homes of Texas, 260.453 copies of the Scriptures, at a cost of $80,000. 
They visited 383,570 families, of whom 56,540 were found without the 
bible and 48,856 supplied, besides 26,374 destitute individuals. It now 
proposes to put a bible in the hands of every child in the United 
States able to read, and calls for our active co-operation in this work 
by supplying our own families and the scholars in our Sunday Schools. 
For this purpose they offer to furnish bibles at half price, provided 
the parents of Sunday Schools are unable to pay the full cost. 

We learn that Bryan Station contributed $36.50; LaGrange Station 
$7.00; and Manchester Circuit $5.70, which was paid to the Superin- 
tendent. There have come into our hands in cash $53.70, being repor- 
ted from Brenham, $50.00 contributed by Mrs. J. D. Giddings; Chap- 
pell Hill $2.00; Rockdale $1 .70. * 

In conclusion your committee offer the following resolution: Re- 

solved. that we have undiminished confidence in the American Bible 
Society, and that we will heartily co-operate with her Superintendent 
or Colporteurs whenever they may visit our several charges.

We have rendered assistance to nine schools to the amount of $66.04. 
Our Treasurer will submit a supplemental report.

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Report of Mission Board- 
Memorial to Mission Board. 

To tho Parent General Board of Missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to 
meet in on 1891, 

Dear Fathers and Brethren : The Texas Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church. South, now in session in Cald- 
well, Texas, begs leave to hereby most respectfully and earnestly 
memorialize your Board in behalf of the foreign-born population and 
their children in the State of Texas. We are deeply impressed with 
the necessity of more effective means than are now being used for the 
evangelization of these people crowding, as they are, into large por- 
tions of our State, and especially into that portion lying within the 
Texas Conference. A large area, covering at least four counties in 
the heart of this Conference, embracing much of its richest soil is 
already largely, and in much of this area entirely, under the control 
of this foreign element, composed mainly of Germans and Bohemians: 
while their advance into other portions is steady, threatening, at no 
distant day, a like preponderance of foreign influence. The English- 
speaking population, meantime, is steadily retreating before this tide 
of foreign immigration to parts beyond the limits of our Conference 
lessening, by constant depletion, our ability to evangelize these peo- 
ple. In this condition of affairs, your Board cannot fail to see that 
the day is not far distant in the future when the Texas Conference, 
the mother of all the other Conferences in Texas, must disappear 
from the sisterhood of Conferences of our Church unless she becomes 
able to assimilate this foreign element. We have little hope of 
leaching, by an\ means, on any large scale, the present non- 
English-speaking adult portion of this element ; but their children, 
under the influence of American institutions, break loose from the 
race-prejudices of their parents and drift, in the absence of 
evangelical influences, into either religious indifference or infi- 
delity. The hope of our Conference in the future is mainlv 
in the . second . and the subsequent generations of this foreign 
population. This Conference is unable to do the work called for 
by this exigency, hence this appeal to the Parent General Board 
Something is being done by us, where we have access to these people 
in bringing their children under Sabbath-school and pastoral instruc- 
tion, and thus into Church membership— enough to give promise of 
large success ultimately by the use of means proportioned to the 
magnitude of the work. It is true that the German Mission Confer- 
ence occupies the territory to which this Memorial directs your atten- 
tion, but, from the necessary limitations and disabilities under which 
that Conference must operate, it cannot meet the exigencies of the 
case. We thus refer to the German Mission Conference, not to criti- 
cise its policy, but to impress your Hoard that if it be desirable to 
perpetuate Methodism in the territory above designated, in its 
American type, other agencies than the German Mission Confer- 
ence will have to be brought to bear. What we respectfully recom- 
mend and memorialize your Board to grant is, that an appropriation 
of $1,500, for salary and traveling expenses, be made from your treas- 
ury to employ one missionary to the Germans within the territorv of 
the Texas Conference, to be members of, and amenable to, this Con- 
ference. It is not designed that these missionaries shall, in any way 
interfere with the work being done by the German Mission Confer- 
ence, or operate in communities occupied by them, but that they. 
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being assigned to different fields of labor, shall travel among the 
German-speaking people, organize Sunday-schools, establish and oc- 
cupy preaching places and project their labors more especially with 
reference to the children and youth of German families ; and we 
would respectfully suggest that, while a knowledge of the German 
language is necessary to this work, religious services and Sunday- 
school operations be conducted entirely, or as nearly so as possible, 
in English. Advantage will thus be taken of a general desire among 
these people that their children shall learn the English language. 
Furthermore, that these missionaries shall be cultured and godly 
Americans, so as to bring to bear upon the young German mind the 
influence of a high type of cultured Methodistic Christianity. 

Praying upon your Board Divine guidance upon this and all other 
matters looking to the spread of the Gospel, we remain, your co- 
workers in the Lord’s harvest.

MEMOIR. 



Sunday, November 16, 1890. 

Conference met pursuant to the order of adjournment to hear 
the report of the Committee on Memoir. The session following 
immediately upon a sermon preached by Rev. I. G. John, was 
opened with religious service conducted by Bishop Galloway. 

The Committee on Memoir made their report, and 

The name of N. A. Cravens was announced and his memoir 
was read by G. C. Stovall, and is as follows: 



REV. N. A. CRAVENS. 

We, to whom has been committed the preparation of this 
paper, approach the solemn duty with due appreciation of the 
rich endowments and sublime virtues of the fallen veteran to 
whose precious memory it is presented. 

Nehemiah Adair Cravens, son of Major Jessie J. Cravens and 
Ann McClure, was born January 28, 1807, near Hartford, Ky. 
At the age of 18 he joined the Methodist itinerancy at the ses- 
sion of its Conference in Russelville, Ky., October, 1825, Bishop 
Robert Roberts presiding. He was in a class side by side with 
such men as Ben Tevis and the heroic Talbot. His first appoint- 
ment was Breckenridge Circuit, where he succeeded H. H. Kav- 
anaugh, who was ordained deacon at this Conference. In 1827 
and 1828 he traveled Jefferson and Little Sandy Circuits respect- 
ively. On the 24th of July, 1827, he married Miss Martha R. 
McCoy in the State of Ohio. From this happy union issued four 
children. He served Fleming Circuit in 1829, Greensboro in 
1880, and Henderson Circuit in 1881. At the close of this Con- 
ference year he located and settled at Princeton, Ky., where he 
engaged in various secular pursuits. In November, 1841, he 
passed through the severe ordeal of the death of his companion, 
and soon thereafter moved to Marion, Ala., where he applied 
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himself to the study of medicine, and practiced the profession 
four years in Green County. At the session of the Alabama 
Conference in Tuscaloosa, in the year 1847, he was re-admitted 
to the traveling connection and was stationed at Wetumpka. 
Was on Kahawba Circuit in 1848. and in 1849 in the Woodville 
Station. He transferred to the Texas Conference in 1850, and 
was sent as a Missionary to Brownsville, and for two eventful 
years, with heroic devotion, held aloft the banners of our ad- 
vancing Zion in this important and difficult post. In 1852 he 
was married in New Orleans to Elizabeth C. Goodwyn, who for 
thirty-nine arduous years shared his trials and his triumphs. 
In the years of 1852 and 1853 he was stationed in the city of 
Galveston, the church, old Ryland Chapel, then stood where 
Harmony Hall is now located. He was the only Protestant 
minister that remained in the city during the desolating scourge 
of yellow fever of 1853. Transferring at the close of this year to 
the Louisiana Conference, in 1854 and 1855 was stationed at 
Franklin, and in 1856 was Presiding Elder on Lake Providence 
District, and the following year was stationed at Lake Provi- 
dence. In 1858 and 1859 he traveled Napoleonville Circuit and 
the two following years was stationed at Alexandria. While in 
charge of the station at Baton Rouge, in the dark days of 1862, 
he was taken prisoner by General Butler for praying for the 
success of the Southern cause, and was carried to New Orleans, 
but was released after a brief incarceration of two weeks. In 
1870 he was a member of tbe General Conference which met in 
Memphis, Tenn., and assisted in the consecration of Dr. John C. 
Keener, who was elected Bishop at that time. During the year 
of 1873 he came to Galveston by special request to preach the 
dedication sermon of St. James Church, in the east end of the 
city. In 1874 he was transferred back to the Texas Conference 
and stationed at Shearn Church in the city of Houston. In 1875 
he served the Bryan Station and was Presiding Elder of the 
Galveston District the two following years. This was the last 
regular active service rendered by Bro. Cravens, who in Decem- 
ber, 1877, accepted the superanuated relation at the advanced 
age of 70 years. Settling in Galveston, he lived nearly nine 
years there in peaceful Retirement, in the conscious joy of the 
affection of his brethren and the favor of his God. He moved to 
Waco in 1886, where he lived “in age and feebleness extreme,” 
breathing one prayer into the ear of his Divine Father that be- 
fore he was called hence he might see the wife of his bosom, who 
had stood so bravely at his side in every part of privation, honor 
and responsibility, with the, then, two single daughters, domi- 
ciled in the home and committed to the care of his worthy son. 
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This favor was graciously granted the noble old servant of God, 
who so soon was to pass to his rich reward. On the 4th of 
March, 1890, he and his family were brought to Willis to the 
pleasant home of his son, Judge N. A. Cravens, Jr., where after 
the hour of his arrival there seemed never a cloud to cross his 
sky. Composed, serene, satisfied, he waited in this beautiful 
vestibule four short days, and on the following Saturday, the 
8th of the month of March, 1890, he passed from the field of 
service and suffering, into the presence of the King to receive his 
welcome crown. 

Thus closed the earthly career of this grand man of God, leav- 
ing to the church and his loved ones the imperishable legacy of 
hip long life and lofty powers consecrated to the interests of the 
Kingdom of Jesus. And to the widowed heart, bowing in such 
beautiful submission beneath the burden of this great sorrow, 
and the sons and daughters bereft, and to his brethren battling 
in the same grand conflict, we would say, emulate earnestly his 
virtues and devotion to the Master’s cause, and your life, like 
his, will be a victory, your death a triumph and your future 
everlasting life. Amen.

MILTON H. PORTER. 



O. T. Hotchkiss then read the memoir of Milton H. Porter 
as follows: 

Our brother answers no more to roll call on earth, but has re- 
ceived his discharge and answers to the roll call of heaven. He 
retired to slumber Saturday night, April 12, 1890, and when the 
morning light of the Sabbath cam^, his lifeless body, and his 
example and influence were all that was left of him on earth. 

He was born in Maury County, Tennessee, March 7, 1830, and 
at the early age of twelve years was converted at a campmeeting 
held by Robert Alexander at Waugh cam}) ground, about five 
miles from where we are now meeting in this memorial service. 
He was baptized and received into the M. E. Church, South, in 
this town immediately after his conversion, by Robert Crawford; 
was licensed to exhort May 7, 1850, and to preach February 15, 
1850. Was educated at McKenzie College; admitted on trial into 
the East Texas Conference in the fall of 1854, and was ordained 
Deacon at the same Conference by Bishop Earley; was ordained 
Elder by Bishop Pierce, at Palestine, November 14, 1858. His 
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first charge was McKenzie College and Clarksville, Red River 
County. That year (1855) he built a large, commodious Meth- 
odist church in the town of Clarksville at a cost of about $2000. 
November, 1855, he was appointed to take charge of the Starr- 
ville Female College under the patronage of the East Texas 
Conference, remaining there till the fall of 1858, when he was 
appointed to the Tyler Circuit, which he served 1859, it proving 
to he a very prosperous year, seventy-five being added to the 
church. At the close of this year he was transferred to the Texas 
Conference and appointed to the Caldwell Circuit; 1861 he was 
appointed to the Lexington Circuit, and during the summer ac- 
cepted the Chaplaincy of the Eighth Texas, or Texas Rangers, 
regiment and was discharged at Shiloh in the spring of ’62. He 
served the Caldwell Circuit in 1863. In 1864-5 he was on the 
Cameron Circuit when he received 202 members the first year 
and 50 the second year. 1866 he served the Millican Circuit, 
having a very prosperous year; 1867-8 on the Lexington Cir- 
cuit; 1869-70 on the Caldwell Circuit; 1871 he was Presiding 
Elder of the Austin District; 1872 stationed at Bastrop; 1873 he 
was granted a location; 1875 served the Giddings Circuit; 1876 
Burleson Mission; 1877 Caldwell Circuit; 1878 to 1881 was 
supernumerary; 1882-3 served the Elgin Circuit; 1884-5-6 was 
in charge of Webberville Circuit, and was then supernumary till 
the Conference of 1888, when he was appointed to serve the 
Wheelock Circuit, and then the Fairfield Circuit, when he fin- 
ished his work as before stated. 

Bro. Porter was twice married, first to Miss Bettie Jamison, 
just at the close of his college course in July, 1854, to which 
union four sons and five daughters were born, seven of them 
still living. 

His second marriage was to Mrs. Louisa Lafferty, with whom 
he lived less than three short weeks when he was called to 
mourn her death, which took place just a week before his own 
death. The writer of this memoir saw him as he was returning 
from the sad mission of burying the one with whom lie expected 
to live in happy union in the evening of life. As he spoke of his 
great heart-breaking sorrow, the tears running down his cheeks, 
he said: “O it is so hard.” Little did he think then that his 
waiting would be for so short a while and that the “so hard” 
ourden would press him for so short a time; four days had 
scarcely run their rapid course when he received the summons 
and Went up to “receive the things done in the body.” He died 
alone, laying down to sleep and waking in the better world. No 
watchers were near him, for the coming reaper had not given any 
premonitions of the struggle that was to take place in that room ; 
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but who can believe that the Master whom he served, left him 
without attendants? Out of the large circle of friends and 
loved ones and brethren of the Texas Conference, there are many 
who would have counted it a privilege to have watched with 
him, but it was given only to the watchers from Heaven to wit- 
ness his triumph. 

Bro. Porter was an interesting preacher, far above the average, 
and he served the Church and God faithfully; many were con- 
verted under his ministry and have triumphed over the last 
enemy and are safe in Heaven. Our brother has finished his 
work; the Gospel he preached for nearly fifty years to others 
has brought to him its consummation of joy — an immortal crown. 

“ Servant of God. well done ! 

Thy glorious warfare’s past ; 

The battle’s fought, the race is run. 

And thou art crowned at last.” 

When we are called, may we be ready to join our brother in 
the great Conference above.

REV. J. L. LEMONS. 



Weems Wootton read the memoir of J. L. Lemons as follows : 

Death is not always satisfied with his victims from the aged 
and feeble ; the young and the strong are sometimes his most 
sudden prey. He sometimes rushes into the midst of the brave 
and diligent, hushes the voice and stills the hand of a noble 
servant in a noble cause. 

It is often a painful truth that in the providence of our 
Father, in whose hands are the issues of life and death, the 
summons of death comes at the noon of life. The release from 
labor comes when the laborer is at the zenith of his strength 
and the cause can least afford to lose a faithful servant. 

But God’s ways are not as ours. By a strange paradox that 
human skill cannot imitate, God buries His workmen and car- 
ries on His work. 

Fellow-laborers are sometimes visited in darkness no human 
wisdom can explain, where a faith divine prompts in a bruised 
heart that trust that leans upon a Hand unseen and peace is 
spoken by that Voice not heard by natural ear. 

Such was the unexpected death of our brother and co-laborer, 
J. L. Lemons, who fell in the prime of life and at a time when 
his loved employ, the work of the Lord, was prospering in his 
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hands. Such is the sad sense of bereavement and loss felt by 
his brethren, whom he has left weeping on the shores of time. 

The Lord did not take Elijah to Heaven till Elisha was ready 
to catch his prophetic mantle. When the Lord translates one of 
His servants, He is not less mindful of those left behind. The 
flock and the Shepherd are never closer than in the darkness of 
the storm, so the Church is never stronger, or clearer in faith, 
than when His servants are called away in the triumphs of 
Christianity. 

.J. L. Lemons was born in Blount County, Tennessee, August 
6, 1844. While attending a union meeting, in the same County 
and State, July 22, 1859, he was converted, and in the August 
following he joined the M. E. Church, South. In the same 
County, October 3, 1865, he was happily married to Miss Fatina 
Edmondson. He was licensed to exhort in September, 1868, in 
Washington County, Texas, by Rev. Jacob Matthews; was li- 
censed to preach June 2, 1870, by Rev. B. D. Dashiell; was ad- 
mitted on trial in the Texas Conference, at Galveston, in 1871; 
ordained deacon by Bishop Keener, at Bryan, Texas, December 
9, 1873, and ordained elder by Bishop Pierce, at Brenham, Texas, 
December 12, 1875; he served the following charges in the Texas 
Conference:

He was appointed to the Franklin Circuit at the last session 
of the Conference and went at once and cheerfully, as was his 
custom, to his work. On February 15, of the present year, he 
was seized with pneumonia and in one short week succumbed 
to the fell destroyer, surrounded by his devoted wife and 
children and many friends. 

Bro. Lemons was not considered a brilliant man, but was 
possessed of those sterling qualities of heart and brain that 
made him the successful pastor, the true friend and consecrated 
preacher. Everybody, even little children, loved this good man. 
Many were added to the Church under his faithful ministry, and 
the esteem in which he was held by all people testifies to the 
purity of his heart and the integrity of his life. 

He died with hope in Jesus, and his brethren of the Texas 
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Conference “ know where to find him.” May the blessings of 
God and the consolations of Heaven rest upon his companion 
and little. children. To the kindly notice and prayers of his 
brethren in the ministry we lovingly commend them.

REV. ALEXANDER HINKLE. 



1). H. Hotchkiss, of the Committee, read the memoir of Alex- 
ander Hinkle, as follows: 

Rev. Alexander Hinkle was born October 24. 182(1, in Madi- 
son County, Alabama, and, at his home in Houston, Texas, about 
half-past five o’clock in the afternoon of Saturday, July 12, 1890, 
quietly fell asleep and entered into the “ blessedness of those 
who die in the Lord.” 

Bio. Hinkle vas born of I rimitive Baptist parents and never 
knew any other faith till he was nearly grown. From a brief 
sketch of his life, embracing the years from his birth to his 
superannuation, we learn that he was twelve years old when he 
first heard a sermon by a Methodist preacher. When nearlv 
eighteen years of age he was awakened and converted under the 
preaching of Revs. S. L. Record and W. G. Hensley, of the Ten- 
nessee Conference, and on the same day united with the Meth- 
odist Church. Soon after he was appointed class leader. Con- 
stantly laboring under the conviction of a call to preach the 
gospel, he, like many another, fought it off till June, 1849, when 
he was licensed to exhort, followed in August by a license to 
preach, and during the same year he was admitted into the 
Tennessee Conference, in which he traveled till 1851, when, in 
answer to a call for volunteers, he offered himself and was 
transferred, by Bishop Paine, to the East Texas Conference 
Making the journey from Tennessee to Texas on horseback, 
sufieiing many fatigues and lisking many dangers, he reached 
the East Texas Conference, in session at Henderson. He was 
stationed, the following year, at Marshall, and, while in that 
Conference, served, successivelv, Marshall, Henderson San 
Augustine, San Augustine Circuit and Dallas Circuit. In 1853 
while serving the Henderson work, he was married to Miss 
Lucy Jane Perry, who now, after more than thirty-six years of 
patient, faithful, walking by his side, is, with an only daughter 
left to mourn his loss. In 1857 he was placed on the super- 
annuate list, and *t hough as a supernumerary and as a supply 
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lie did useful and good work for the Church, yet he never was, 
after this, an effective preacher. In the year 1856, owing to 
exposure during the s:vere winter, his health broke down and 
ever after he was a frail and feeble man physically; yet he was 
of that mould that would not allow him to be idle. In I860 he 
moved to Sabine Pass, and during that and the following year 
served the Church there as pastor, doing most of his pulpit 
work while sitting in a chair. After various works from 1861 to 
1864, he moved to Houston in 1865, at which place he has lived 
ever since, with but few interruptions. In 1875 he was trans- 
ferred to the Texas Conference, and occupied very much the 
same relation here that he did in East Texas. In 1889 he was 
appointed as a supply to Shepherd Mission, but was soon, by the 
Presiding Elders, transferred to the Houston City Mission, under 
the pressure of which heavy work his health again gave away. 
This important mission bade fair to be a grand success from the 
time he took charge of it, and but for failing health would have 
developed into a splendid charge. 

The last twenty years, or more, of Bro. Hinkle’s life having 
been spent in Houston, what he has been enabled to do in the 
Master’s service in that time has been done in and near that 
place. Much can be, and ought to be, said, but let this suliice: 
Methodism in that city owes much to him. Seeing the need of 
the Fifth Ward, he set himself to work to meet that need and 
the McKee Street Church is the monument of his wisdom and 
the evidence of his success. 

Bro. Hinkle was a man fully known to very few. He was 
modest and unassuming in demeanor, though clear and definite 
and decided in his convictions. The Church and her work were 
very near his heart, and he was alive and energetic in his ef- 
forts to secure her prosperity and success. It was a privilege to 
know him and to be associated with him, and his guilelessness 
and sincerity never failed to favorably impress those who came 
in contact with him. He loved the Church and the work. To 
preach the glad news of salvation was a privilege, and for his 
brethren in the ministry he had a peculiarly strong and abiding 
love. This is but a brief and imperfect sketch of his life and 
character, but, knowing these, we could not expect else than 
triumph when the end came. He was ready for the summons — 
he had lived for that event — and his death was triumphant. It 
was a benediction to stand by his bed during the last days of 
his illness. Because of the nature of the disease, for some days 
the eye of the physical man had failed to respond to impres- 
sions of light — ali of this world was darkness to him — but the 
spiritual eye w r as opened and he was revelling in the light and 
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ineffable glories of the better land ; he looked over the river and I 
saw the white-robed citizens. of the City of Clod. Speaking to I 
one of the watchers, he said: U 1 am calm, laboring under no 
excitement; w T hat 1 tell you I see, I see now as clearly and 
plainly as 1 ever saw you. Oh! if I could go into the pulpit 
now and tell what I see! It is wonderful, wonderful! ” We 
said to him: “ JBro. Hinkle, if it be God’s pleasure to take you 
home now, what message shall we carry to the brethren at 
Gonfeience ? He said: Tell the brethren it is all right with 

me; I have but one regret, and that is that I have not been 
more effective in the work than I have; I willingly submit to 
God; if He should spare me awhile longer I would be thankful, 
but it not it is all right all is peace. The Lord is my Shep- 
herd; He maketh all my bed in my sickness; the Lord 'is good, 
very good; 

1 can read my title clear 
To mansions m the sky ; 

And not a wave of trouble rolls 
Across my peaceful breast. 

Biethien, let us thank God for an experience so gracious to 
Bro. Hinkle and so encouraging to us. We feel assured that he, 
having overcome in this life, now inherits all things. Let us 
lemember the bereaved hearts, cherishing them in our affections 
and praying God’s sustaining and comforting influences upon

REV. J. W. B. ALLEN. 

Rev. I. G. John read the memoir of J. W. B. Allen: 

Rev. J. W. B. Allen was born in Jackson County, Georgia, 
April 19, 1819, and died in Flatonia, Fayette County. Texas’ 
August lb, 1890. For some time he had been expecting his 
decease and had everything in readiness, both temporal and 
spiritual, lie was sick for weeks, but bore his sufferings as a 
Christian hero. Joyousness and unselfishness were marked 
characteristics of this man, and these virtues shone more brightly 
as his end drew near. He leaves behind an aged and saintly 
wife, whose resignation is beautiful and w r hose hope is inspiring. 
Father Allen was piously trained by a Christian mother, his 
father having died a week after his son’s birth. He was the 
subject of religious impressions from his earliest recollection, 
and at about twelve years of age became deeply concerned about 
his salvation. In his excellent little hook, “ Lessons for Youth,” 
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he says: “If my mother had taken proper care of me at that 
time 1 think I would have been converted then.” But he was 
not converted until he was in his seventeenth year. During 
his nineteenth year he was appointed class leader "and soon after 
was licensed to preach. He was a local preacher for several 
years and then entered the itinerancy. In a few years his 
health gave away and he located. In 1852 he moved to Texas; 
soon his health was so much improved that he was again able 
to preach, and, after serving a year or two as supply, lie entered 
the itinerancy the second time. His soul was in the work. He 
served Bastrop Circuit 1858-59; Gonzales, 1860; Bastrop Sta- 
tion, 1861-68; LaGrange Station, 1864; Bastrop Station, 1865; 
Winchester Circuit, 1866; he was presiding elder of Columbus 
District, 1867-70; he was on the Navidad Circuit, 1871-72; at 
the close of 1872 he was transferred to the Northwest Texas 
Conference and stationed in Fort W orth for 1878; he served the 
Liberty Hill Circuit, 1874-75; Lampasas, 1876-78; Lancaster, 
1879; Brownwood, 1880-81; at the close of 1881 he received a 
superannuated relation. After his superannuation, Father Allen 
lived in the bounds of the Northwest Conference till the Fall of 
1889, when he moved to Fayette County, which is in the terri- 
tory of the Texas Conference; and the Texas Conference, at its 
session held soon after, unanimously requested the presiding 
bishop to transfer him back to the old Texas Conference, in the 
bounds of which he had served the Church faithfully for twenty 
years; and this deserved compliment and token of affection was 
greatly appreciated by him. Dr. H. S. Thrall, writing of the 
deceased, says: “ Without being very learned or very eloquent, 
Bro. Allen was an energetic, acceptable, useful, Methodist 
preacher, who, according to the grac«- given unto him, made full 
proof that he was called of God to the sacred work of the Gospel 
ministry.”
